Earle’s “K ept” Mob Threatens Law-Makers

HILE the Republican State Senate labored 
to provide funds with which to feed every 
n e e d y person 
in 
Pennsylvania, Governor 
Earle’s “kept” mob threatened the lawmakers with 
clubs.
